This Office Action is in response to the Applicant's communication filed on 
October 8, 2010. In virtue of this communication, claims 1 and 3-15 are currently 
presented in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-1 5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
examiner finds that once all the circuits are shut off at once, and the steps i-iii in claim 
one are explicitly stated to occur during the momentary shut off. Similarly limitations in 
independent claim 8 render that claim similarly allowable.
